Yet even  
with higher cost to me I know that I am going to get better service  
because the ISP that I go through is paying for a switch that  
connects be to the internet.  As long as the ISP that I use continues  
to pay for the switch SBC must maintain that switch and keep it  
running at 99.99% efficiency.  That means it should never go down. 
The ISP handles the Internet service with their own systems,  
which they maintain very well.  I can’t offer proof, It is just a fact.   
If SBC was to have full control of all the broadband service, there  
would be no more guarantee of uptime or quality of service.  They  
would degrage the connection with rules and fees and every  
reason why I should switch to cable, which is already riddled with  
restriction and poor quality.
